all chat night in all tboſe amorous enjoyments

A Neats-rongue was call'd for, and carried 
in to the Gueſts, bur firft (as the manner is) it was 
flic down quire through the middle, and nor bares 
ly ſo, but mine Hofteſs her ſelf had gelded ir, and 
cur off from each {:de a fine large lice, gyhich ſhe 
intended for ſome other Gentlemen in the Houſe, 
ro draw down .rh'other Bottle of Wine. This 
Neats-tongue being carcied ro the Gueſts, one 
_ of chem complained of rhe curring ir, ſaying, He 
hadzather have had it whole ; for (ſaid he) there 
Is lefsIofs in cutting it in flice crofs-ways than 
this. Why (ſaid another) vou may do fo till, and 
the eupon he rok the Tongue and clapt ic roge- 
ther again, but ic would not come cloſe by above 
half an inch ; and they difcovered the place where 
ic had becn pared, ro look wide'like a Mouth : 
They pecceiving the Chear, were reſolved to try a

thar of the beſt, every. one his half Pint, and fo a- 
way to our Buſineſ3 : Mine Hoſt having ſome buft» 


neſs with ſome of the Servants , and finding them + 


all miſf{ag, went co the Cellar Door, and there he 
not onely heard this Propofition made by the 
Drawer, bur ſaw it alſo confirmed and exezured ; 


| whereupon he went co-his Wife, and commanded 


her for the future ro allow his Servants not onely 
oy] with their muſtard co rheir Salt fiſh, bur But= 
ter and Eggs too it they would have ir, and fo they 
had f@r the future. I have known mine Hoſt (ell 
and rake money for one Joynr ot Meat twice, in 
this manner: When a Feaſt hath been above 
Stairs, Joynrs of Neat and Fowls that have hardly 
been tuuched, have been brought down and fſzld 
to Gueſts below, as freſh brought from the Fire, 
atavery good rate: indeed no opportunity harh 


been omitred to gain money. There was a pretty 


paſſage hapned about a couple of Guefts, thar up- 


on occaſion lay there rwo or three nighrs rogether; 


thus it was : Two men came one night to Lodge, - 


and being nor well in health, ic having been cold 


and rainy, they defited a good Fire in their 


Chame 
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Chamber, which they had, without any ſupper, 
or any drink, bur a quart of burnr Wine, and fo 


they went ro Bed : the next day proving alſo. 


cold and rainy, and their bufineſs nor being very 
urgent, they continued there, and kept their 
Chanber, with lictte vikuals, and as lirtle drink ; 
bu: however they kepr a good Fire, and mine 
Hoft ſeeing they had licrle elſe but Firing, was re- 
fulved he would get (ufficiently by thar, and there- 
tore the nexc morning when they call'd ro know 
whar was to pay, he reckoned them ren ſhillings 
for Firing for cwo nights and one day : this de- 
mand they thought was very unreaſonaBle, bur 
ebey knew that they could not help themſelves, for 
he would have what he demanded ; and belides, ro 
fay crutch, Firing was very ſcarce and dear in rhat 
Country : The two Travellers paid their Shor, 
and intended roleave the Houſe, bur the Weather 
proved focold and ftormy,rthey could not ; where- 
fore rh2y were furced co itay ; bur they geMved 
withal ro be b-reer Husbands of their Firtng than 
they had been, bur could not rell how, till in the 
end looking about the Houſe they faw a great old 
falniun'd Bedſtead, that lay uſeleſs in a Hole : they 
not teiling fyr whar uſe, asked my Landlord the 
price of ic, who not dreaming of their purpoſe, 
n few words (dir co them for five ſhillings 
when they had bought ir, they hired a Fellow for 
ane ſhilling co cur ic in pieces fic for Firing , and 
now being furniſhed with Fewel, they refolved ro 
KCep a good Fire, which they did. and calling for 
mine Hoſt, and 2 quart of Wine, bad him welcom | 

ro 
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ro their gaſh Husbandry ; for rhe Wood they had 
bought®f the Bedfſtead was as much agenas they 
had paid ten ſhillings for ; wherefore they made a 
good Fire, and Sung old Roſe in the Gun-room. 
fine Hoft being thus bearen at his own Weapons, 
and his own Goods by himſelf (old to his loſs, was 
ſomewhat netled, and'diſcovered his anger co his 
Servants. Maſter (faid the unhappy Boy) if you 
pleaſe Ile be revenged of them: Do if you can 
(faid the Maſter) nor doing miſchief, The Boy 
having a Commillion, was not long e're he put ic 
in executton , for joyning another Servanc in con- 
| tederacy with+him, they went that Evening to 
wair 0n the rwo Gueſts, when among other” matr- 
ters they talked of Spirits and Apparttors ; quoth 
the Boy, we are often troubled wich them here, 
and eſpecially in this Chamber : 1 am ſorry for 
chat (ſaid one of our Travellers) for 1 am very 
fearful of any fuch things : And thus the Boy poſ- | 
ſeſſed them with fear of thar which he intended 
and executed , for abour midnight he and his con= 
federate ruok a Calf out of the Cow-houſe, and 
tying bis four Legs together, bur to as he mighr 
not onely ſtand, bur go alitrle; they pur him into 
our Travellers Chamber, and there wanted the 
event; It was not long e*re the Calf began to pace | 
ir about the Room , making an unuſual "noiſe; and 
in this manner he continued Ramping ull both our 
Travellers were awake, who hearing the noiſe, 
were poſſeſſed wirh fear and aſtoniſhment, ſu;;- 
poſing ir to be a Spirit that was told them of; 
thereupon they ſhrunk cloſe into the Bed for fear ; 
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the noiſe continuing, and no harm or Mnger co- 
ming ro them, at lengrh onie of them conſefited to 


riſ: andlight a Candle to ſee whar was the matter; 


2 Candle was found, and ſome remains of Fire 
being ſtill in the Chimney, thicher he went, and 
ftooping down fell a blowing with his Mouth to 


light che Candle, the Calf ſeeing a Lighr, went 


thicherwards , and eſpying ſomewhat that was 
pendulous becween the Travellers Legs, and ra- 
king it ro be his Mother Cows Tear, thruſt his 
Chaps.thitherwards, and ſeizing ir in his Mouth, 
veller percei- 
ving himſelf caught by rhe Members, and nor 
knowing by what, and being in fearing of loſing 
them, fell a roaring very loud, to the greas ſorrow 
and grief of his Bed-iellow, and as grear Joy of 
our unhappy Boy and his Confederare.

| the nolſe continuing, and they doub:ing thar there 
was more than Sport, they entred the Chamber, 
yhere they faw the Calf ciofe tov ihe Traveller, but 
| could nor tell whar he did there ; bur the Traveiler 
fill making a noiſe, they came near, and percets 
ving the Calfs miftake, they thruſt fomewhar into 
his Mough, and thereby diſenyaped him from the 
Travellers Bawble : He ſtill Jay on the Ground 
whilſt they carried the Calf out of the Chamber, 
{ ſoon returning with a lighced Candle to fee what 
was the matrer : The Traveller was by that rime 
ſormewhar come to himſelf, and feeling thar be 
had loſt nothing, was indifferently ſatisfied : They 
being now entred the Chamber, asked what was 
the matter? and wherefore ke mace fo much 
notſe ? he now looking about_the Chamber, and 
ſceing nothing bur People with a Light, whom ke

brought to our Houſe co bz drefſed againft the next 
day 
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day For dinner : they drank ſume Bottles of Wine 
when they broughe them, and being merry (faid 
one)-We will to morrow drink a Health to the 


Owner. of the Hens. and Gooſe: well, that we 


will (ſaid another,) but ] would nor for forty ſhil- 
lings«hart he ſhould know of ir z for if he did, 1 
doubr, he would make us pay ſawce : and truly I - 
am yer ſymewhar fearful char we ſhall be difco- 
vered: So am I, faid another, and ſoa third; 
well, if we be found our we can bur pay for chem, 
and my ſhare ſhall be ready. This was their dif- 
courſe, and fo for that rime they parte4; bur it 
was nat long eretwoof the Company returned, 
and ca'ling for a Bottle of Wine fell heartily a 
laughing ; and {(fays the ore to th* other) | am 
reſolved ir ſhall be ſo, and with the afliflance of 
mine Hoſt we may carry the matrer very cloſely ; 
and thereupon mine Hoſt was call'd for : he being 
come, they rold him chat they muſt have -his atl- 
Rance ina delign, which he promiſed ſhould not 
be wanting, and thereupon one of chem. chus. be= 
gan.;, Mine Hoſt, we have this day, as you know; 
beena Fowling, and.parcof what we brought tn 
we plunder'd for, or in plain Engliſh, ſtole ; now 
lome of our Company are very conſcious of their 
putlc,, and are not_ onely penicent,. bur fearful , 
now ic is'our defign to increaſe their fear, and gec 
ſome. Money our of them,ro make us merry ; and 
thus we have contrived it: To marrow when we 
are towards the latter: end of our dinner, | would 
have you co tell us, thar there is below a Countrey 
Fellow, who enquizes for fuch perſons as we are,

All che Company 
were well enough contented with this Compoſt- 
' tion, and thereupon readily laid down their mo+

own pocket, onely giving him the Half Crown 
be had promiſed, and ordering balf a dozen of 
Beer more for managing the Afﬀeair ſo handſomly.

time was ſpent in Gaming.and higgedly piggedly 
one with another , all Companies mixt in that . 
Paſtime + bur it growing lare,thoſe that were weg- 
ry and ſleepy dropt away.to bed : Among the 
reft, one man who had a very handſom Womanro 
his Wife went to bed , and his Lodging was in a 
Chamber where there was another Bed ; the man 
being in Bed, laid his wearing Clothes, viz. Doubs 
ler, Breeches and Cloak upon him , and purting 
out the Candle went to fleep, in ſhorr time after 
another ſingle man who was to lodge in the Bed in 
the ſame Chamber went up, and walking abour, 
a concelr came into his head, that it was probabfe 
he might have a Shee-bed-fellow , and in order

_ chants houſe they inrended to rob, were empry , 
and no day was fo likely to leave them fo,as a Sun: 
day ; wherefore that they might have the berrer 
prerence for ſtaying ar home, they both prerend- 
ed ſome indiſpofition in their bodies, for which 
they ſaid, they thought it convenient ro take Phy- 
fick, they had been (ſo good Gueſts ro the houſe, 
chat the Hoſt was willing tro accommodate them in 
any thing ; however , when he and his Family 
went ro Church, they lock'd the Streer-door : 
No ſooner was that houſe clear, bur they were re- 
ſolved co atrempt the orher,and knowing that the 
Maſter and Miftrels , and moft, if nor all that Fa- 
mily,was likewiſe gone out, they were reſolved ro 
kill the reft, if they found any ſingle perſon that 
ſhould oppoſe” them : They intended ro make 
their way into the houſe by guing down the chim- 
ny, and therefore they had provided Ropes and a 


Pully, and there was ne great difficulty to get - 
the 
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the houſe top, for they aſceading ro the Garret of 
their Landlords, houſe, gor out of the windawo 
the, crop of that, and the other. houſe joyninges 
thar,ro rhe ſtreers:fide,they ſoon gor tothe FA . 
ny they intended ro deſcend. . The houſe where 
they lodged,and this Merchanrs howſe were joyned 
rogether in-che Front, but backwards there wasan 
Alley of abour fix foor wige that ſeparated them,, 
and acroſs this: Alley it was that they firſt ſaw the 
Rogm wherein the Silks were placed; they being 
garten co the Chimny's top, laid a piece of Tim= 
ber acrols, and faſtning their Pully ro that, and 
utting their. Rope in the pully, the one who was 
ro deſcend che Chimny', took hold of one end of 
the Rope, and his Companion holding anorher 
part of the Rope, by degrees he was lets down in= 
co the Room he deſired : Ir was two pair of ſtairs 
below the Garrer, and in regard the Silk might be 
ſoil'd and ſpoil'd if they were drawnup the Chims 
ny , they did not rake thar- courſe but a more calle 
one, for he thar was on the houſe rop , went into 
their lodging the ſame way he came up, and go= 
ing down into the Chamber that was even with, 
and oppofite ro that where his Companion was, 
he opened a Caſcment , and his Companion do- 
ing the like, they could without much difficulty 
reach ro one another, and ſo in fhort time the rich» 
eſt, and beft of the Merchants Silk was conveyed 
into their Quarters. Our Thieves ſeeing they 
| had gained chis prize with (o lirtle danger and dit- 
ficulty, were reſolved ro get more if they could 
and thereforc he that was in re houſe ranſack'd i 
; FS 3 " 
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all over, 41d findirig a'conſiderable quanticy of 
Ptate, and money, he likewiſe conveyed it to-his 
Companion; 'and nouw having done allthis, che 
he wenr into the ſhop, intending roleave the $treec 
door open,that the Merchant when he came home 
might ſuppoſe thar'the Thieves who had rob'd 
him did come in that ways, bur che ſtreet-door 
was double lock'd, and therefore'ir could not be 
opencd , wherefore he undid' the'bolrs of one. of 
the Shop-windows, and leaving ittooſely open, 
he went up agen,and relling his Companion what 
he had done, and'rhat there wazno moreto be 
done, he ordered him to go to the houſe trop, and 
as he had aſfifted in letting him down the Chimny, 
ſo ro help ro draw him up, which the other did 
accordingly. There was one ſcruple came intro 
their minds, that alchough the Shop-window was 
opened, and the Merchant might reaſonably e- 
nough imagine thar the Thieves who had robb'd 
him, had come in that way, yet they were very ſen- 
fible, rhar with deſcending & aſcending the chim= 
ny they had thrown down much ſoot, which mighr 
cauſe 2 jealoufie , thatthey who robb'd rhe houſe 
mighr come in that way,and fo they might be dif- 
cover'd; wherefore to prevent all ſuch ſuſpicion 
as much as rhey could, rhey-tumbled down two or 
three Brick-batrs thar lay on the rop of the Chim- 
ney , which might be ſuppoſed ro be blown down 
by rhe wind ; and having thus done they retired 
cortheir Quarters, diſpoſing all their Silks, Mony, 
and Plare unto their Cheft , and that there mighr 
be theleſs fuſpition of them, the Landlord ſoon re« 


turning, 
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turning, one of them pretended to be very ill, and 
the other very diligens in attending his Compani- 
on ; their Landlord-fucniſhed chem with ſtrong- 
waters , and ſuch other Cordials as were athand; 
and the Merchant coming home found-his Shop- 
window open , 2nd his houſerobb'd, i being ſo 
apparent as he thought chat the Robbers came in, 
or went out at. the, Shop-windows ; he had ns ſuſ- 
pition of any other Gontrivance, ail that he could 
do, was, to have all ſuſpicious places ſearch'd,his 
neighbors houſe eſcaped, being too near home ro. 
be ſuſpected ; che hoſt onely thinking he hadieſ- 
cap'd a danger being fo near, and telling thean 
chac it was nat good: to leave a-houſe empty, and 
although all his folks went wich bim to Church, 
yer he had lefr two honeſt Gueſts in his Houſe, 
and beſides they were lock'd in faſtienough, Thus, 
continued the Gentleman, was this Robbery.come 
mitted, and they who were guilty went away. uns 
ſuſpeted. The next day ubey conveyed part of 
their purchaſe away to a place where they hid all 
their. prizes, and by degrees getring the mult 
part away ,they contigqued not long in thoſe Qyar= 
ters, bur- made. another Remove, Thele icllows 
were: notable cunning Raſcals, and had ſo many 
ways Io bring in Purchaſes , that they gaihered 
much goods together, but covecous of more ſtill 
attempred further Projects, cill in the end they 
were caught and deſervedly punilhed, 

\\The. next Project they had (ſaid the Gentle» 
man)was this ,. Phey had a boy who oftentimes 
ſkrved and afſiited chem in theic uadectakings and

Bayl made-up, as they (aid; of Woollen-cloath, 
which they ſaid they had boirghr , and inrending 
ro'{cnd thar, ahd-whar they: bad bought of him in- 
tothe Countrey, the Carrier was gone before they 
came, and therefore they could nutſend'away ci- 
ther tifl the next day ; - when, they aid ,. another 
Carrier was to-go-ro the place they intended to 
ſend to; andrtherefore they defired the Shop- kees 
per to let them leave that Bayl of Cloth in his Shop

them both. They having been Cuſtomers ro the 
Shop, hedid not refuſe chem fo ſmall n courrebe, 
bur permicred them co ſer irin a:convenient place 
' In the Shop z' bur his-enrertaining of chat Bayl of 
Cloth , was almoft as fatal ro him as the Trojens 
entertainment of the Wooden- horſe ;/ for at mid- 
nighr when the Draper was aſleep , theſe Rogues 
were wakeful,; and having conveyed this Roguiſh 
Boy I rold you of, into this Bayl, which they-pre- 
cended was Cloth , he taking out his Knife cue 
his way through, ſo that hecame out of the' Bayl, 
and nor-finding the Key of the Shop-door, he os 
pened the Shop-windows 2nd did ler in his rwo 
| : Maſters, 
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Maſters, who waited there for that purpoſe; they 
being within rhe Shop were nor idle, but having 
ſeen by day-light where the fineft Cloth was plac'd 
they now removed it,and breaking open a Deſk, 
wherein they had obſerved the Draper did put his 
money, they rhere found four hundred French= 
Crowns, (> raking that mony, and as much of the - 
fineſt Cloth as chey could carry,they march'd off; 
neither did che boy ſtay behinde , but leaving an 
empty Bayl covered with Canvas, and ftuffd 
round about with Cotton , he alfo loading him:

few eſcaped them , bur thar they eicher gor them 
into play, cheated them, or pick'd their pockers, 
gr | made ſome orher' Prize of them : Among o= 

pf __  thers, 
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thers they mer with a young Countrey-Gentle-_ 
man, who had beenunfortunate enough already, 
for he having had a quarrel about a Miſtreſs, and 
fighting wirh his Rival, had the Fortune, or Miſ- 
fortune rather , ro kill him; Divine vengeance 
ſeldom mifies to purſue , and overrake thofe who 
are guilty of Murther ; and chough theſe kind 
of Murthers, which are the moſt excuſable, being 
as they term them , fairly done, pals rather for 
yieces of Gallantry chan otherwiſe; yet ſome great 
'  misforcune always attends them,as I have obſerv'd 
by ſeveral Pcecedents, but more eſpecially by this 
Gentlemans misfortunes ; for no ſoonec had he. 
made his Enemy to fall in the place where they 
had fought , bur he was forc'd ro fly away for his 
own ſafety, doubting elſe he might fall inco the 
hands'of Juſtice; he therefore with all ſpeed re- 
tired toaplace , fix miles from thence, where he - 
had foughr ,- co a friends houſe, and nor thinking 
himſelf ſafe, being there provided with money e- 
nough for a long journey,he travelled on towards 
Paris , being a place whoſe large Circuir , and 
number of Iahabirants might hide him from all 
purſuers; 1n his way thither he was met by

bur two, and he valiant enough thoughc ro 
oppoſe them , drew , and" aanaed himlclf, he

with three more in his company; The Gentle- 
man ſeeing this,and doubting that now he ſhould 
| nor 
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not. onely be robb'd of whar he had, but-alſo.be- 
lieving thar he would kill-him co revenge their fel - 
low; he therefore takes one Purſe of money-and 
threw ic into a Hedge near him, hoping thar it he 
did eſcape, he mighc have,-that for a reſerve. - By 
this time the Thieves were come up to him , and 
all drew upon him, he(knowing thar odds did over- 
come Fercxles and might. do him) therefore told. 
them , that it ic. were his money they wanted, 
he would deliver. ic co them; although / they 
were yery angry for the'lofs of-, their Compa: - 
nion, yer it being money that they came for, they 
accepred of thar ; he giving them anorher Purſe. 
of money which he had abour him; bur in regard 
they had ſyffered ſo great a loſs a3 the death of one 
of their Companions, they ſtripy'd, and ry*'d our 
young Gentleman, and taking away their Com- 
panion with. chem, they departed. Helay noc 
long therei-bur was unty*d , and reliev'd by fome 
Paſſengers ,, who furniſhed him with an old Coar, 
and he raking up'his purſe of money, where he had 
laid jr, went along with chem co the next-Town ; 
there he furniſhed himſelf wich Cloaths , and ſo 
travell'd on rowards Paris ; but before he came 
thither , he-was again mer wich by Thieves, who 
then robb'd him of all bis money ; fo that-when 
he came into the City he was ina-ſad condition , 
being a Stranger, -moneyleſs, and-friendleſs; 
however theſe laſt. Thieves having been ſo civil as 
to leave him his cloaths , he cook a Lodging ina © 
conventent place of the Town, and prefeatly ſenc 
away to his friends, acquainting them with his 
| Mis 
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misfortunes, and deſiring them to ſend him more 
money: Although ic was a great way he had to 
ſend, yetin alitrle time he receiv'd an anſwer ac- 
cording to his expettations,and although till then 
he was forc'd to run on the Score, and keep houſe, 
yer now he honeftly paid his Hoſt , and putting 
himſelf inco a very good Garb, he now went as 
broad,and light into the company of qur two thie« 
vih Rogues, who dealt roguiſhſy with him, 
for perceiving him to be a Scranger , they took 
himup, and became his Companions ; an that 
rhey might be able ro do him the more miſchief, 
they ſo far it;gratiared themſelves into his compa. 
ny ,-4s to take a Lodging where he lay,: and then 
finding that he was pretty. well furniſhed with 
monys,;they cryed ſeveral ways ro ger ic from him, 
they rempted him to gaming, bur he was not guil- 
ty of that: hazardous vanity, and would nor play; 
he carried burliccle money in his pocket , bur he 
tefr che reſt-in his Trunk which was alſo lock'd up 
in his Chamber ; and the Landlord of the houſe 
being 'an honeſt-man, was 'very careful of it ; how- 
. ever they were reſolved'to be Mafters:of itby one 
means or other ; bur they delayed ir a while lon- 
ger by an occaſton tharfell our; he had written 
for more moneys, intending ro paſs from France 
| into the Low-countreys-; and thereupon a-Let 
rer came one day to his hands , whict a&quainred 
him, chat within fourteen days he hight recelve 
fix! lyndred Crowns 'of a Merchant in Pars, to 
whom a Bill of Exchange was dire&ed , this Ler- 
rer he dropt by accident, and one of theſe money 
me 
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met with it," and read ir, bur knowing that it 
would advantage him nothing co keep it, he ſoon 
gave' it to the owner. . He acquainted his Com- 
panion with the News, and how hedid believe 
thar the Gentleman would , when he received 
thar money, bring it home to his Lodging,where- 
fore they would ftay until that rime,and then they 
would rob him of ir all ; this reſolucion they both 
continued 1n, and that he might nor diftruſt chem 
in any particular , they kept him company very 
much, ſeldom permitting him to be in any other 
company ; they alſo carryed him abroad with 
them to ſeveral of their friends , who treated him 
very well for their ſakes ; In the mean time , they 
being ofcen with him in his chamber, one of them 
crook the Key out of his Chamber-door, and ma- 
king an Impreſſion of it upon Wax,pur it in there 
zpain ; his Companion keeping our Gentleman 
company in the mean time: The fourteen days 
being come, he went, and received his money, 
and bringing ic home, Jock'd ic up in his Trunk ; 
And now being furniſhed with money, he was re- 
ſolv'd ro fic himſelf with Clothes, and proceed on 
his intended Journey ; but he was prevented, as I 
ſball preſently rell you , for theſe two Rogues ha-

fign; deſired him ' ro ftay longer, and fo long x; 
he had rheir companies, they cold him he would 
be (afe enough ; he ſeeing them reſolv'd to fiay, 
wascontent ; and (o they drank on rill abour ele- 
venof the Clock art night; and then, he nor being 
willing to ſtay longer, they agreed co go with 
him ;- and rothe end they mighr not be ſtop'd by 
any Watch,they agreed co go a back* way ', which

weat in again into the Gentlemans Chamber, and I hi 
knowing that he had lately receiv'd a confiderable th 


Sum of mony, which he believ'd he had pur in his Þ uy 
Trunk , he therefore lifred up the Trunk 1n his Þ| an 
hands ro poize it, and feel if it were heavy ; but FI hi 
ic was light enough ; they having already raken I hz 
our all che money', he having fer ic down again; 
ſaw lying by ir aPocker-handkercheif , which, he 
being now grown curious, diligently looked for 
the Marks of ir, which he found notto be market 
with rhe rwo Letters of the Genrlemans trame, 
bur rwo others, which were' the name of one of 
the others : Theſe things raiſed further ſcruples 
in his minde, wherefore ne was.refoly'd ro obſerve

with the Captains,and others that were concern'd 
with us, my Scrivener, and the reft did the like.

All which accord- 
ing co inſtruction was exaMly perform'd, the 
Caprain whom ſhe required in this manner for all 
his love being ar thar time dead drunk by an invi- 
tation of the Factors of Surrat. 
Haviag got my double Treaſure aboard , and 
what laJing we defirel , our Hold ſhur up, our 
Anchors weigh'd, ar:d our Canvas ſpread , away 
we fail'd over the Bar, with an hundred ſhot after 
us, for our own Countrey-men a3 well as Hullan- 


ders, conclude there muſt be ſome damn'd inex- 
preflible 
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prefſible Treachery in this our ſudden failing, nei« 
ther giving notice ſome days before, or fairly ra- 
king our leaves by firing ſome Guns according ro 
Cuftome ; beſides they knew we had nor raken in 
our full lading, Ler them fire their hearcs our 
we valued them not, in decifion we fired a Gun ar 
Stern, and fo ftood to the Southwards. 

I knew very well thisFemale-confident of mine 
would effe&tually do the bulineſs we had plonted . 
rogether, and Ip co divert my ſelf and make wore 
with the Caprain of the difcovery of my Rival,

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I ſhall not trouble you with the particulars of 
an exa&t Journal of our Voyage from Surrat till . 
we came to Venice, to which part we were bound, 
bur onely give you ſome light touches by the way. 
The laft day of April we croſs'd the Equator, 
and the firſt of Mzy made a new way by judgment, 
and by obſervation our way was four Leagues to 
the Southwards, having a rowling Sea our of the 
Souther board, The fourth of Fane in the morn= 
ing we ſaw the Iſland Mazritizs, and a Hire afrec 
three or four ſmall Iſlands appeared alſo, We 
ſtood in betwixc Mazritizsand theſe IHflands, and 
when we were thwart the Point of Rocks which 
lye on Mauritius ſide, we edg'd oft rowards the I- 
fland, giving that Point and Breach a good birth, 
our depth was twenty,and two and twenty fathom 
hard ground, and being within one mile of the 
weftermoft Rock, we had twenty four farhom,the 
wind being at South-Faft , we left into rhe ſore 
abour a A diſtant from it we anchor'd'that nighe 
Here we rode near tea days, refreſhing our ſelves 
wich whart the {land afforded, as Goats, Hogs, and 
freſh Fiſh good (tore. Ir 1s reporred here are many 
fiſh rank poyſon, we did car of all forts , as, Mul- 
lets, Lantarasks, Whiſkers, Rockfiſh, and Garfifh,aud 
many others, bur found no harm by feeding on 
them. We fer ſail hence , and abour 28 Leagues 
diftance from Mawritius , 'we paſgd by an 1fland 
call'd rhe Maſchachenas , .near which we ſprung a 
Leak, that each hour we pumpr above two hun - 
dred and hifry ftrokes,ic being guſty weather and a 
great Sea out of the South- Eaſt, bur by our Car- 
| penters 
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penrers ic was happily ſtopr, although 'twas unter. 
che next timber abafc the well near the Keel, which 
by rummidging the Hold they found ic fo to be. The 
next place wc anchor'd at wasthe IH{land of Fohan- 
24,here we had much Lightning and Thunder,che 
wind having bin our of che Sea in the day,and off 
ſhore in rhe night. This place atfordeth vecy good 
fleſh,grear quantity of fiſh and fowl, we had a bul-

fo excellent Oranges and Lemmons, th people are 
very loving and friendly , having rwo Governors 
or Capratns among them , the one cail'd Androm 
Peela, and the orher Maſſee Core, they detired of us 
no other mony for ought we. bought than thoſe 
red heads. Sailing from hence we ſprung our 
Main Top-Maft, which our Carpenters taking 
down fiſhr ic and got ic up again the fame day, On 
the third of September. in Laticude 16 d. '' 33) 
che wind at Souch-Eaft, we fa the lland of Sr. 
Helena to the weſtward of the Chappel-th-reof, 
we anchor'd a mile diſtanc,the Captain cauſed the 
Skiff robe hoiſt our, and ſo my Finny,the Scrive=- 
ner, Drugfter,and Noor, &c, we landed ar Lem- 
mon-valley. Here wich ſome Guns we carry'd® 
with us we kill'd Hogs and Goats , otherwile it is 
bard rorake them , running at the fight of us up in 
accefſablecraggy Rocks. In ranging through the 
I{le,our men found divers Oranges and Lemmon= 
rrees but no fruit thereon, the Dutch having been 
there,as we ſuppoſe, had gather'd them,as appeard 
by rheir names on certain Stones. and Frees ;- we 
; caught here Mackrel, Breams and Bareto s good ſtore,
